Lu Lhi ie, Ok.. .March I o,*4~Tho new 
fish and game law of Oklahoma pro­ 
hibits Sunday hunting, 
a 
practice 
heretofore liberally indulged in. and 
violations 
are made 
m isdemeanors, 
punishable by a fine from $25 to $100 
or im prisonm ent not to exceed thirty 
flays. All residents of the state are 
required to pay an annual fee of $1.25 
for the privilege of hunting, non-res­ 
idents to pay $15 and non-resident 
foreigners $25 per year, all fees be- 
payable to the sta te game w ard­ 
en, one of his bonded deputies, or to 
die clerk of the count)* in which the 
resident lives. It is made unlawful 
ta shoot game on, from or across a 
public highway, or railroad right of 
way, and it is like wise unlawful to 
h unt or fish upon the lands of an­ 
oth er without consent of the ow n­ 
er o r occupant. 
No consent is re­ 
q u ired for hunting or fishing upon 
unoccupied lands, except where no­ 
tice is posted, nor upon public lands 
of th e state unoccupied. 
Open Seasons. 
The open season for deer is fixed 
from Nov. I to Dec. I of each year, 
and each hunter is limited to one 
deer per -season. It is unlawful to kill 
a deer having no horns, and hunters 
are enjoined under penalty of the law 
never to chase deer or antelope with 
dogs. For five years there is an em­ 
bargo against killing antelope, but 
after that tim e only one may tx* kill­ 
ed by each hunter during a year, and 
then only between Nov. I and Dec. 
I. 


T he open season for quail. Mexi­ 
can o r blue quail, is from Nov. 15 to 
Feb. I of each year. Only one wild 
turkey may be killed between March 
15 and April 15. and three wild tu r­ 
keys between Nov. 15 and Jan. I; 
p rairie chicken from Sept. I to Nov. 
I. 
The open season is from Aug. 15 
to May I for killing snipe, plover, 
curlew or other shore birds, Suck, 
goose, brant, crane or sw*an. No Mon­ 
golian, 
Chinese, 
English, 
ring-neck 
o r other pheasant may toe killed anti I 
Nov. I, 1914, and thereafter only be­ 


tween Nov. I to I>ec. I. It is unlaw ful 
to kill a carrier pigeon a t any tune. 
The 'following bag 
limits, 
which 
mean the num ber of birds that may 
be killed in a day or season, are nam ­ 
ed: 
Prairie chicken, 15 In one day, 
IOO 'n a season: goose or brant, IO 
in a day; quail, plover, surlew . duck. 
snipe or other shore birds. 25 in a 
day and I-»0 in a season. 
It will be unlawful to have in one’s 
possession any game bird or game 
anim al during the closed season, or 
ten days aller the open season is 
closed. The birds not protected by 
ul<‘ new act are: English or Euro­ 
pean house sparrow , hawk, owl, crow 
buzzard, jay bird and black bird. 


Penalties fur Shipping or Selling. 


The new law imposes heavy pen­ 
alties ti lion those w ho w ould tra p and 
gill birds lor sale in m arkets, and 
it is also a violation for tran sp o rta­ 
tion com panies to carry such game 
between points in the state. 
It if 
unlaw ful to display promoted game 
for sale in th e state, and those who 
have no im m ediate purpose, 
which 
m eans, toy term s of the act, seeking 
the game for food, are 
prohibited 
from w antonly killing game, wheth­ 
er such hunter has a hunting licence 
or no:.. The restriction against tra n s ­ 
portation companies does not apply 
when the game has been legally killed 
or to fish lawfully purchased. The 
penalty for violation of the law by a 
transportation company is from $100 
to $500. 


The Slate Game and Fish W arden 
will receive a salary of $1,800 per 
y ear and expenses, th e latter not to 
exceed $$00 per year. He may ap­ 
point not to exceed eight deputy* fish 
and game w ardens who w ll I receive 
a salary of $800 per year in addition 
to fees 
allowed 
for collections 
of 
hunting licenses, and are limited to 
$000 per year for traveling expenses. 
The state warden gives a bond of $5,- 
000 aud the deputies bonds of $1,000. 


No Deadhead Licenses. 
I he free list is suspended in issu­ 
ance of state perm its to hunt or fish 
as the law says that all m ust be 
paid 
or. 
I he state warden charges 
a1] licenses to the deputies and the 
count) clerks who are required to 
make periodical accountings. County 
Clerks receive a fee of 25c for each 
lie. nse issued by them and the depu­ 
ty game 
wardens are allowed 25c 
for each license, in addition to their I 
salaries. The rem ainder of the mon- 
ey goes into the state fund, out of j 
which expenses 
of the departm ent J 
are paid.

V iolations of the lawn where not 
specifically set out, are m isdem ean­ 
ors. punishable by fine from $10 to 
$100 or by im prisonm ent from ten to 
thirty days. The law prohibits dyna­ 
m iting for fish or the application of 
poison to stream s for purpose of kill­ 
ing fish. Likewise is prohibited by 
pot hunters the use of firearm s known I 
as swivel or punt gun.-, also n a p s 
or snares tor taking game. No gun 
g reater than it*n gauge may be used 
in hunting.
